the text to rein force the idea th at those stu den ts 
who fail to make good u se of their time in the higher 
in stitu tion shou ld be dropped ou t to make room 
for others, who will do better.

If the state 
can n ot fu rn ish a higher edu cation to every on e who 
applies, then it wou ld seem reason able to say th at 
it is u n der n o obligation to fu rn ish it free to an yon e. 
This is by n o mean s a disparagem en t of higher 
edu cation , bu t simply an in dication of the poin t 
where the expen se of su ch edu cation shou ld be 
placed. 
That expen se ou ght to he born e, in large 
part, by the people who get the ben efit of it. 
Tech­ 
n ical edu cation creates a profession al class which 
levies a charge u pon society for its services on a 
scale th at m akes n o allowan ce for the fact that 
society fu rn ished its edu cation at state cost. 
That 
is all very smooth for those who get the ben efit, bu t 
it is n ot so smooth for those who pay the bill. 
We wou ld like to see Dr. Campbell elaborate his 
thesis th at Californ ia owes n o on e a higher edu ca­ 
tion an d carry it to its logical con clu sion . 
An appli­ 
cation of th at logical con clu sion wou ld mightily 
help ou t the bu dget of state expen ses.

After each readin g a fran k an d frien dly discu ssion of the tale 
was en tered in to by on e an d all, the kiddies gettin g the ben efit of 
their elders’ poin t of view an d the paren ts a better u n derstan din g 
of the lean in gs an d men tal growth of their children . 
This con ­ 
tin u ed throu ghou t the win ter mon ths, an d in time, as the little fam ­ 
ily grew u p, more im portan t books, periodicals an d n ewspaper a r­ 
ticles were read an d discu ssed. 
A sort of family foru m prevailed, where in terest n ever lagged. 
From in fan cy the slen der cords of love, common in terest an d re­ 
spect were day by day drawin g an d bin din g together this mu tu ally 
helpfu l, highly respected family, occu pyin g, as a whole, their rightfu l 
place in the commu n ity. 
That adroit, gen tle train in g cou ld n ot be slou ghed off so easily, 
an d in delibly imprin ted on the plastic child min d a reveren ce an d u n ­ 
selfish adoration for the paren ts n o ban al, ou tside in flu en ce cou ld 
u n dermin e or separate. 
Small dan ger that this family, in the face 
of su ch a delightfu l home en viron men t, shou ld tu rn ou t flapper 
dau ghters or erran t son s. 
Sir Baden -Powell, the distin gu ished Scou t organ izer an d lead­ 
er, has said: “Cu ltivate the min ds of you r children .” 
This can on ly 
be don e throu gh pain stakin g, in telligen t sacrificin g of time, person -, 
al pleasu res an d in terests by mothers an d fathers.

stin ted family hon or, happy homes an d a desire for the n obler en ­ 
joymen ts of life will be their fu ll reward.

It is perfectly eviden t that Eu rope was n ot made 
altogether “safe for democracy”.

than an y existin g before the World W ar.

who feels like goin g in for absolu tism has plen ty of 
choice. 
First there is the well kn own Red tryran n y in Ru s- 
1 sia, where a few Bolshevists play czar over a great 
n ation . 
Theirs is the tyran n y of radicalism. 
Then there is the con servative aristocracy ru lin g 
in Hu n gary, u n der the form of a regen cy, with Horthy 
as its represen tative. 
That is regarded as the most 
reaction ary govern men t in Eu rope. 
It ru les ju st as 
ru thlessly as the Soviet, by mean s of the army. An d 
while professin g precisely opposite prin ciples to those 
of the Ru ssian regime, it amou n ts to abou t the same 
thin g. 
On e tpran n y is as bad as the other. 
There is also the “bou rgeois” ru le of the Italian 
Fascisti, u n der Premier Mu ssolin i. 
That is som ethin g; 
which n atu rally appeals to a larger n u mber of in -1 
telligen t people. 
It is a very rare spectacle— that of 
j 
the “middle class” , u su ally grou n d between the u pper | 
an d n ether millston es, assertin g au thority over both ! 
the rich an d poor. 
Yet even a middle-class tyran n y 
makes little appeal in this cou n try, which wan ts n o 
absolu tism of an y kin d, bu t a free an d fair represen ­ 
tation of all three classes in a govern men t operatin g 
for the welfare of the whole mass.

thin gs so far as to con fiscate American property. 
There is every in dication n ow of a workable com­ 
promise by which diplomatic relation s can be re­ 
stored between the two cou n tries an d the way can 
be open ed for restored bu sin ess relation s. 
When Mexico fran kly ackn owledges her foreign 
obligation s an d proceeds to take care of them, an d 
welcomes foreign in vestm en t an d developmen t an d 
on ce more, there wou ld be a revival of bu sin ess 
opportu n ity there compared with which an ythin g 
that Tu rkey has to offer is trivial. 
The risks as­ 
su med by American s will be, n o dou bt, far less in 
Mexico than in the Orien t, for there are fewer cross­ 
cu rren ts of foreign in terests an d diplomacy to reck­ 
on with. 
The situ ation is comparatively simple an d 
the field of operation is close at han d. An d pleasan t 
relation s with Mexico will make it easier to get 
alon g an d do bu sin ess w ith all of Latin -America.
